JAN.  12  DEADLINE 
Each  student  has  until  Jan.  12 
to  confer  with  his  advisor,  said  Dr. 
Smith.  After  obtaining  a schedule 
"f  classes,  presen. ly  on  sale  in  the 
BYU  Bookstore,  each  stpdent  is 
encouraged  to  draw  up  a tentative 
class  schedule. 

Upon  meeting  wi  h his  counselor, 
he  s.udent’s  trial  registration  card 
'S  drawn  from  his  registration  pac- 
ket, filled  out  and  okayed  by  the 
advisor— long  before  the  student 
actually  enters  the  fieldhouse. 
where  formerly  the  student’s  coun- 
selor was  constantly  under  pres- 
sure of  time. 

SPEEDS  STUDENTS 
“We  have  a genuine  interest  in 
the  students,”  Dr.  Smith  said,  “and 
'*^6  want  to  see  this  program  be- 
come successful  in  streamlining 
registration.” 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
focused  attention  to  the  program. 
Dr.  Smith  noted,  and  Dr.  Earl  C. 
Crockett,  Academic  vice  president. 
Dean  of  students  J.  Elliot  Cameron 
and  all  department  heads  were 
highly  in  favor  of  the  early  coun- 
seling procedure.

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  Christ- 
mas cards  poured  into  BYU  this 
week  for  “Operation  Christmas 
Card"  to  provide  greetings  to  the 
allied  fighters  in  Vietnam  from 
; America’s  college  students. 

About  130  ■ universities  and  .col- 
leges throughout  the  country  join- 
jed'in  the  project,  originated  at 
I BYU  and  now  in  its  second  year. 
BYU  serves  as  the  clearing  house 
for  the  huge  volume  of  cards. 

COLLEGE  SUPPORT 

Chairman  Lars  Solander  said  the 
project  is  a non-partisan,  non-poli- 
tical, non-military  gesture  of  good 
will  “in  direct  opposilion  to  the 
negative  demonstrations.”  He  said 
it  is  an  affirmation  of  the  support 
of  American  college  students  for 
the  fighting  men  in  Vietnam. 

The  operation  is  under  the  dir- 
ection of  the  World  Affairs  Forum 
and  the  Student  Academic  Office 
headed  by  Paul  Gilbert. 

The  college  students  are  not 
alone  in  their  effort.  Many  non- 
college citizens,  upon  hearing  of 
the  project,  bought  stacks  of  cards 
and  sent  them,  too. 

The  grade  school  children  in 
Provo  joined  in  and  made  their 
own  cards  with  crayons. 

FIRST  CARD 

Governor  Calvin  Rampton  of 
Utah  signed  the  first  card.  Utah 
Senators  Wallace  F.  Bennett  (R) 
and  Frank  Moss  (D)  both  gave 
their  encouragement.  Last  year 
letters  of  gratitude  were  received 
from  President  Johnson.  Vice  Pre- 
sident Humphrey,  Premier  Ky, 
commanders  in  the  field  and  from 
touched  GIs. 

One  Green  Beret,  moved  by  the 
message  from  a college  student, 
enrolled  at  BYU  after  his  dis-, 
charge.  He  is  Vincent  Mezzacapo 
of  Erie,  Pa.,  who  received  the 
army  commendation  medal. 

The  cards,  which  sell  four  for 
a dime  at  BYU  were  printed  in 
three  languages,  English,  Vietnam- 
ese and  Korean.  S'udents  dressed 
like,  Santa  Claus  sold  the  cards 
at  strategic  points  of  student  traf- 
fic around  campus. 

The  students  were  not  content  to 
send  merely  the  printed  message, 
but  almost  without  exception  wrote 
I personal  notes  to  the  soldiers.

PSYCHOLOGY 

But  not  all  drivers  with  accident 
records  have  this  kind  of  back- 
ground, and  even  the  “good”  driv- 
er. with  a fine  record  can  and  does 
succumb  to  certain  deadly  psy- 
chological temptations  of  the  road. 
These  are: 

CONT.  SAFETY 

0 Overconfidence.  Taking  for 
granted  that  pedestrians,  other 
drivers,  and  the  driver’s  own  car 
and  reflexes  will  all  do  the  right 
thing  at  the  right  time. 

0 ImpaHence.  Taking  needless 
chances,  suppressing  good  judg- 
ment, getting  into  tight  situations; 
just  to  save  a little  time. 

0 Self-righteousness,  which  cau- 
ses some  drivers  to  try  to  “teach 
that  wise  guy  a lesson.”  What’s 
actually  learned,  of  course,  may 
be  tragically  different  from  what 
was  intended. 

CITY  ACCIDENTS 

Even  drivers  who  avoid  these 
psychological  pitfalls  may  be  fall- 
ing into  driving  errors  w’ithout 
realizing  it.  According  to  a recent 
report  by  the  New  York  City  Pol- 
ice Department,  these  were  the 
five  driving  errors  most  commonly 
implicated  in  that  city’s  traffic  ac- 
cidents: 

Following  too  close  to  another 
car  consequently  losing  control. 

0 Failing  to  give  a pedestrian 
the  right  of  way. 

0 Failing  to  give  another  ver- 
icle  the  right  of  way. 

0 Failing  to  stop  on  signal. 

0 Improper  turn,  failing  to  keep 
to  the  right,  and  disregard  of  signs 
were  close  contenders  for  the  fifth 
spot.
